This letter is addressed to you in the interest of every tax payer in our city. The undersigned belw 


the people are due answers to the questions asked and are sure you will be willing to give these answer- 


before proceeding with your proposed plan to further burden the tax payers with the erection of - 


called PUBLIC HOUSING units in Comanche. 


First, WHY ARE THESE HOUSING UNITS TO BE BUILT? The original housing act was a “make 


work” measure which is no longer needed. It is now being peddled under the guise of “slum clearance 


which would be all right if it were true. These units do not replace slums, they are built on raw grour 


and simply become new slums. People make slums, buildings don’t. 


Second, WHO WILL LIVE IN THESE UNITS? The really poor people cannot qualify to get in public 


housing units. They do not have enough income. The ambitious one« are discouraged because if they 


try to get ahead they must move out as soon as their income reaches a certain level. The case is us­ 


ually that these units are filled with the lazy, no good element that create a serious problem. Kemem 


her, such units are, by law, non-segregated. 


Third, WHO WILL PAY FOR THESE UNITS? The citizens pay for these units through taxes, and 


also pay for all services, police, fire, water, gas, garbage collection, etc. Records show families living in 


these units are usually large, and their children increase the burden of school taxes. These units arc 


tax-exempt. 


WHAT WILL BE THE COST PER UNIT? We understand that many units built in Texas have cost N 


much as $40.000.00 per unit, counting land cost, architect’s fees, material, and construction. There are 


few people living in $40,000.00 homes in Comanche. The few that do will tell you their housing costs ar* 


anything but low. Figuring interest on their investment, insurance, taxes, maintenance, and public ser­ 


vices, each of them pay several times as much earch month as the monthly rent on public housing 


units. It will cost much more to maintain a $40,000.00 public housing unit than a private owned home. 


Still the tenant in these units will pay none of these costs. If the plumbing leaks or the old man 


drunk and kicks out a window, they report it to the manager, and with some of the tax payers money, 


he hires a plumber or carpenter to repair the damage. 


There are a multitude of questions we believe the tax payers of Comanche are entitled to have answred. 


Who will benefit from these units? Who will be the architect? 
Who will sell^ the land for the#* 


Who will be the manager? How many tax payers actually feel we need them? Before you spend the 


tax money of the people to build and maintain these units, why not let them express their wishes 


the ballot in an election?
